Lincoln Ellsworth Prefers Not to Leave Any Part 
Of the Earth Unexplored 


7, eer. ELLSWORTH has 
had many narrow escapes 
and considerable hard luck in his 
polar expeditions, but he goes on 
merrily. He just can’t let the ice 
caps alone. In February he re- 
turned from his latest antarctic 
sojourn, disappointed because he 
was not able to realize the prin- 
cipal purpose of his trip, but 
huppy to report many new and 
interesting details about that un- 
conquered country. 

The explorer’s idea was to fly 
a plane from the Weddell Sea 
(on the South American side of 
the ice eap) to the Ross Sea, 
where Commander Byrd and his 
campers were quartered, a flight 
of 2,800. miles. The purpose of 
this flight was to determine if 
the Antarctic Continent was one 
piece of land or whether it was 
divided by a strait between the 
two seas. Trouble with a broken 
part delayed the trip for a month, 
and then Mr. Ellsworth never 
succeeded in getting good flying 
weather. It became so Jate in the 
season that the flight had to be 
called off. 

Ellsworth started early in his 
penchant fo. exploring. Born in 
Chicago, he detests big cities. and 
is alvays running away from 
them. He.-is the son of:a. wealthy 


man, but he. hates soft living. 
and would rather be in a shack 
in hard country. 

When he was eleven years old 
he decided to fiy by airship to 
the moon. That sounds childish- 
ly fantastic, but thirty-five years 
later he looked down upon the 
North Pole from an airship and 
discOvered it looked just as he 
had imagined the moon would 
appear. He went to Columbia 
University for two years and then 
left because of his somewhat 
frail health, Deciding the out- 
doors would remedy that, he be- 
came an «xeman for a survey 
party sent to explore a railway 
route across the wilds of Canada 

He has camped and eaten 
horse meat in Montana, shot the 
last wild buffalo of the plains, 
spent much time in Alaska as a 
mining etigineer, done his war 
stint, and explored a section of 
Peru. Later he joined forces with 
Amundsen, and barely got out 
alive when two planes in which 
they were heading for the North 
Pole were forced down, and they 
hil tc build a runway to get one 
of the planes up again. Then 
they obtained the dirigible Norge 
and made the successful flight 
over the Pole with General No- 
dile.

Tasty and Nourishing Dishes for Today 


Picnic Hams and Smoked Butts 
Perfect for the Small Family 


By JUDITH WILSON 


AVE you ever wished that 

they would make a ham just 
big enough for your little family 
of three or four? ‘Then, you 
should become acquainted with 
the assortment of picnic hams or 
shoulders, smoked butts, and 
boneless butts that can be pur- 
chased in any market. 

The small boneless smoked 
butts. variously called by special 
names by each packer are prob- 
ably the choicest of these inex- 
pensive, smoked cuts. The meat- 
jest part of the shoulder is cut 
off in one boneless piece and the 
same curin, process is used as 
that for high grade hams. These 
cured pieces weigh from one and 
one-half to three pounds. You 
can see exactly what you are 
buying 

There is no waste, and there 
are many things that you can do 
with these little rolls of cured 
meat, 

For breakfast slice these bone- 
less pieces of meat and fry or 
broil just as you would sliced 
ham. For a delicious dinner, cook 
the meat at a simmering temper- 
ature in water to cover until 
tender. This usually takes one 
and one-half to two hours. Place 
in a baking dish and treat as 
you would ham — cover with 
brown sugar and cloves, honey or 
fruit juice, Brown in the oven for 
half an hour and you have a de- 
licious main dish. Save the broth 
and in it cook scraped new po- 
tatoes and (in a separate pot) 
slivered string beans. Arrange 
around the little ‘ham’ on a hot 
platter, dress the vegetables with 
butter and finely chopped par- 
sley. 

If you like your meat braised, 
place the boneless butt, without 
parboiling. in a casserole and 
cover with a mixture of raw 
vegetables cut into tiny cubes. A 
good combination includes one 
large carrot, one sliced onion, 
two stalks of celery, one cup 
green beans and one potato. Add 
one-half cup tomato juice or 
water, cover tightly and bake 
slowly for two to two and one- 
half hours. 

Another suggestion is to sim- 
mer the smoked pork in water of 
fruit juice until tender and then 
slicing. Arrange the slices in con- 
centric circles or rows in a glass 
baking dish, cover with a fruit 
or barbecue sauce and sct in the 
oven for a half hour of baking. 
Serve in the baking dish with a 
garnish of parsley or crisp green 
watercress. 

Fruit Sauce 

Mix together two tablespoons 
brown sugar, one tablespoon 
flour. the juice of one orange, 
the grated rind of one-half or- 
ange and three-fourths cup of 
pineapple juice. Stir over a low 
fire until thickened and pour 
over the neat slices Arrange 
smalt wedges of pineapple and 
orange on each serving of shced 
meat; pour over the fruit sauce 
and bake in a moderate oven for 
half an hour.
